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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon amendment of 
the instant claims and filing of a terminal disclaimer over U.S. Patent 6,699,485 Applicant has 
overcome the rejections set forth in the office action mailed on February 6, 2006. Furthermore, 
the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a composition comprising (i) a fluoropolyether 
phosphate described by formula (I) depicted in claim 1 and further defined by dependent claims 
2-7, 21-23, and 26-27; (ii) a solvent selected from the group consisting of linear or branched 
alcohols from 2 to 3 carbon atoms and their corresponding methyl ethers, linear or branched 
glycols from 2 to 6 carbon atoms and their corresponding mono alkyl ethers wherein the linear or 
branched ether alkyl group comprises from 1 to 4 carbon atoms, and dimethoxy methane 
acetone; and (iii) water. The prior art does not teach or suggest a method of making said 
composition comprising the steps of (1) solubilization or dispersion with partial solubilization of 
a fluoropolyether phosphate component A) in component B) at room temperature under mild 
stirring; and (2) addition under stirring of water component C) initially dropwise, so that 
component A) is not separated from the solvent, dispersing the drop so that the initial appearance 
of the solution is recovered before adding the subsequent ones, the water aliquots are gradually 
increased until the addition is completed, obtaining a limpid solution.
